For 
example, recently the Book-of-the- 
Month Club offered a four volume 
boxed cet of either Shakespeare 
or The World's Great Thinkers 
in order to entice more people to 
join. The People’s Book Club gave 
as a bonus the new illustrated 
edition of Lloyd C. Dougias’ mas- 
terp.ece “The Robe’*The Litera-y 
Guild was willing to cend four his- 
torical novels all at once and the 
Classies Club cffered beautifully 
bound editions of ‘‘The Iliad” and 
“The Odecsy.” By joining one or 
two book clubs, a fine beginning 
to a personal library may be rea- 
lized. Start collecting and reading 
worthwhile books now and see how 
much a private collection will 
mean to you in the near future. 


Hollywood eyes the new fields 
in books every year, and they 
have just finished the picturiza- 
tion of one of the finest of last 
year’s crop, Russel Janney’s worth- 
while book, “The Miracle of the 
Bells.’ Here is a novel which 
helps to restore faith in mankind. 
For four days and nights the 
church bells of a small town in 
Pennsylvania ring for the death 
of one of its obscure former citi- 
zens who has come back to be 
buried in her hometown, and dur- 
ing this time, the inhabitants feel 
a spiritual change which unites 
them all. The bellringing scheme 
is a publicity stunt which comes 
eut of the fertile imagination of 
Bill Dunnigan, Hollywood press 
agent who wants to attract at- 
tention to the unreleased film star- 
ring Olga Treskovna, who died im- 


miracle does happen at the little 
church of St. Michael the Arch- 
angel, and even Bill becomes awed 
before it. The attention of the 
world becomes focused on that 
small town, but the real miracle is 
the change which the ringing of 
the bells brings about in the hearts 
of all of the people in the town. 
The reader becomes acquainted 
with Bill, hot headed, efficient 
press agent; Olga, the victim of 
former poverty in her home town; 
Father Paul, the quiet, deeply re- 
ligious rector of St. Michael’s; Fa- 
ther Spinsky, who believes that 
no one is religious unless he con- 
tributes a large percent of his sal- 
ary to St. Leo’s; and James Orloff, 
who had offered to have profes- 
sional mourners at the grave of 
Olga for the sum of $2.00 per 
head. Read ‘‘The Miracle of the 
Bells” during the Lenten season. 
It has a quality that many books 
lack—simplicity. 

Merle Miller's contribution to 
the vast amount of material which 
has been written about the re- 
turned veteran is ‘That Winter,” 
the story of three ex-servicemen 
who find adjustment to civilian 
life extremely difficult in the ear- 
ly fall and winter of 1945 in New 
York City. Ted had too much mon- 
ey, didn’t have to work, and 
coulcn’t think of anything worth 
working for. He drank his way to 
a quick conclusive answer. Lew 
found that race prejudice was a 
real thing when he fell in love 
with the wrong girl. It was Peter. 
however, who made the most mis- 
takes, in girls, in jobs, in think- 
ing about what he wanted to do 
with his life. Cynical, uncertain, 
sorry for himself’, and hating him- 
self thoroughly, Peter was doing 
his best to hide from a deep and 
bitter guilt that he knew he’d 
have to face some day. That day 
came, for all of them, that winter. 
Mr. Miller digs deep into human 
personality and into the problem 
of the veteran. In spots, “That 
Winter” surpasses anything which 
has been written about the re- 
turned veteran, but often the au- 
thor slips into sentimentality and 


ly could not have affected all ex- 
servicemen the way they did Ted, 
Lew and Peter. 

A few years ago, Mary Jane 
Ward wrote an expose of insane 
aclyms, and now she attempts to 
do the came thing with education. 
Her latest novel is “The Profes- 
sor’s Umbrella,” the story of a 
professor in a small mid-western 
University, who will not disguise 
his Jewish origin. More than that, 
it tells the way in which the Uni- 
versity can be as small-minded and 
narrow in celf-seeking what it 
wants, as do people in outside 
pusinesses. This is certainly not a 
great book, but it is an interesting 
one for the way in which it at- 


tempts to expose, dissect, and 
kring into the open the situation 
which is found in education in 


some places today. The novel is 
brisk, and the character you prob- 
ably won't forget is Gregory’s sis- 
ter, a high traveller between Hol- 
lywood and Boadway because she 
has had her nose ‘‘bobbed.” “The 
Professor's Umbrella” makes for 
interesting reading, especially 
since so many of you will be going 
to colleges all over the country 
next year. 

You will probably be hearing a 
great deal about “Other Voices 
Other Rooms” by Truman Capote 
within the next few months. It 
is certainly a book which will be 
liked a great deal by some, and not 
at all by others. It might be call- 
ed a modern horror story. Its set- 
ting is in the desolate rural com- 
munity of Skully’s Landing, Miss- 
issippi; red tennis balls fall down 
the stairs unexpectedly; a strange 
woman appears at an upstairs win- 
dow; Cousin Randolph and Aunt 
Amy are continually at one an- 


“Other Voices Other Rooms’ is 
the tale of a thirteen year old's 
experience during his summer of 
adolescence when he passes from 
a boy to a man. The book is im- 
maturely written and its theme is 
calculated to make the flesh crawl. 
Read “Other Rooms Other Voices” 
only if you want to be introduced 
to a new author and a different 
style of writing. 

A book which every student of 
American History and _ Civics 
should read has recently been se- 
lected as a monthly book by one 
of the major book clubs. It is 
Carl Van Doren’s “The Great Re- 
hearsal.’’ Few people realize and 
even fewer know anything at all 
about that time in American His- 
tory when the fate of the entire 
nation hung in the balance in 
Philadelphia while the thirty-nine 
delegates decided the type of gov- 
ernment which the new nation 
would have on a permanent basis. 
Many delegates had arrived be- 
lieving that they were empowered 
only to revise the Articles of Con- 
federation. In four days, crucial 
and bold decisions were made, and 
a new type of nation was conceiv- 
ed. Then the delegates began to 
argue details. On September 17, 
the 127th day after the first dele- 
gates assembled, the Constitution 
was adopted in its present form. 
Mr. Van Doren takes the reader be- 
hind the scenes and makes the 
participants live. Men seldom men- 
tioned in the great framing of the 
nation’s beginning are spotlighted 
and brought to life: George Wythe, 
John Blair, Jacob Broom and Lu- 
ther Martin, and of course, George 
Washington, Benjamin Franklin, 
and James Madison. ‘‘The Great 
Rehearsal” is unusual in that it 
tells the day by day activities of 
the delegates, their thoughts, ac- 
tions and deeds, and in so telling 
the drama of the period becomes 
more fascinating than 90 per cent 
of the historical novels of today. 
Certainly, it is gratifying that a 
major book club has seen fit to 
give this book unlimited distribu- 
tion, and at a time when the Re- 
hearsal for a United Nations is 


would open in New York. Since 
then, every magazine in the coun- 
try has devoted soine space to the 
sensation which Henry Fonda is 
creating in his portrayal of the 
hero. If any of you get to New 
York during the Spring holiday, 
do not miss seeing ‘“Mr. Roberts” 
—if you can get tickets. 

RKC has put on celluloid the 
best-seller, ‘Miracle of the Beils,” 
starring Frank Sinatra as Father 
Paul, Fred MeMurray a3 Bill Dun- 
nigan, and Valli as the ill-fated 
heroine, Olga. Overlong, and told 
for the most part in flashbacks 
in order that Valli may play an 
important role, the picture be- 
comes too sentimental at times, 
whereas the book was able for 
the most part to steer clear of too 
much emotion. Be sure to see “The 
Miracle of the Bells” if you can not 
find time to read the book, as it 
is one of the finer movies of the 
year. 

Recently Hollywood has started 
using a technique called ‘“docu- 
mentary”, meaning that instead of 
filming false backgrounds, the en- 
tire cast goes on location for the 
filming of the movie. Such a film 
was the Dana Andrews movie 
“Boomerang” which was filmed 
in Stamford, Connecticut. Now 
“Call Northside 777’’ which has 
as its locale Chicago, has been 
filmed in that city. Jimmy Stew- 
art has the role of the reporter 
who digs up facts to prove the in- 
nocence of a man sent to prison for 
murder. Since the settings are 
real, the movie becomes one of 
the most realistic and believable 
ones which has come out of the 
movie capital for a long time. 
Fights on the streets, the Chicago 
“el,” the bar_ district of West 
Madison, ana tie Te: T 
are all on film, along with one of 
the most dramatic stories of the 
year. A scrubwoman’s son is sent 
to prison for a murder he did not 
commit. After working long 
enough to raise $5,000, she offers 
a reward for new information on 
the case; James Stewart, a young 
reporter, becomes interested, es- 
pecially when there seems to be 
so much truth which has been 
hidden and which no one wants 
brought out then. The girl is Helen 
Walker; so, no more needs to be 
written. See ‘Call Northside 777.” 

Boxing fans will be glad to know 
that John Garfield will soon be on 
the local screen in a picture which 
was voted one of the finest of last 
year. It is “Body and Soul,” and 
has Lilli Palmer as the ever-faith- 
ful girl friend who loves Garfield 
when he become a victim of Hazel 
Brooks’ charms. The movie is well 
done, and the fight sequences look 
real. Hazel Brooks does a fine 
job of a modern Jezebel who lures 
John Garfield from the straight 
and narrow path, and Lilli Palmer 
will soon take the place of Lor- 
raine Day, as the girl most men 
would like to marry. When ‘Body 
and Soul” finally shows up, go to 
see it for its acting, story, muzic, 
boxing scenes, photography, and 
Hazel Brooks.
